Two sources come to mind immediately, which are R&S Surplus in 
Covina, California, and Western Test Systems, in Bloomfield, Colorado. 
Both can be found in Nuts & Volts, or we can provide further information 
if you wish. 


I highly recomment the Tektronix 7000 series, specifically the 


7603 (100 MHz) and the 7904A (500 MHz) with suitable vertical plug-ins 
and time bases, of which there are numerous to choose from. Myself, 

for the 7603 I'd use a pair of 7A26 verticals and the 7B53 time base. 
This will give you a good inexpensive 4-channel 100 MHz scope. For 

the 7904A, use a pair of 7A24 verticals and the 7B92A time base. This 
will become a 4-channel 200 MHz+ scope, with a horizontal bay left 

over for something like a 7D15 frequency counter. A 7704 mainframe will 
give you a nice 225 MHz 4-channel scope using the 7A24 verticals and 

a 7B82 time base, along with a 7B80 delayed time base. I'm just 
prejudiced towards the 7904A. 


There are lots of other possible combinations, and the variety 
of plug-in options is enormous. What I've listed above is a cost- 
effective solution to your question. 


You can't beat the 7000 series for overall value and versatility. 
It's too bad they stopped making it, but there's loads of it out there 


on the surplus market.

He came 
back to Bob, who was probably using his new rotatable antler. ;-) No

Helps to keep the ol' 
fist up to par, and amazingly, the digital display of speed of the TAC-1 
built-in keyer agrees with that of the keyboard controller. Fun to jump 
from key to keyboard and see if the other ham notices anything different.

The G5RV is a very good nearly all band antenna... it is a102 ft flat top 
about 31.38 meters) or 51 ft (15.69 meters). Fed with 31 ft (9.5meters) 
450 ohm ladder line or 29 ft (8.9 meters) 300 ohm line , the ladder line 
then connects to at least 65 
(20 meters) 75 or 50 ohm coax to the antenna tuner.. keep the ladder line as 
near 90 degrees from the flattop as possible. and make a coil of about 6 or 
8 turn so coax 6 inches in diameter at the point where it connect to the 
ladder line. (you could use a commercial choke balun here or slip half a 
dozen ferrite beads over the feedline , but the coil works ok. With this 
arrangement the antenna will perform quite well on 80,40, 20, 17, 12 and 10 
meters. It does not play well on 30 meters though with a good tuner you can 
load it there.

I've heard many good things about the 850 but what holds me back is the 
computer control. I'm a big fan of ICOM's CI-V. If I go over to Kenwood, 
I'll probably have to rewrite the logger that I have, and maybe rebuild the 
level converter interface. Would be nice if that could be avoided. 


The IC-725A and IC-706 MkII don't have what it takes for contests (in dynamic 
range) and tough conditions (in filtering). 

The IC-736 is a mid-pack ICOM, like the 737. I'm not familiar with the 736 but 
judging from the 737 and the new 756, it's inferior to the TS850.

Just how much inferior? I can get hold of a used IC-736 for around US$700 
here. A new Kenwood 850S/AT would be in the region of US$1352 last I checked 
if my memory serves me right. A new IC-725a costs only US$441. As you can 
see, the price difference is quite great, with the 850 running almost twice 
the cost of the 736. I am asking myself if this is going to be worth it? 


Get the TS-850S/AT with TWO 500Hz CW FILTERS. With the two filters you have 
a good "slope tune" in narrow CW mode. 

Price in the US is about $950 on the low side for a unit in good condition. 
Worth every penny!!! I paid $1750 new and it's definitely a keeper. 


VV VV 


Price here is definitely much lower than in the US. A new IC-706 Mk II here 
runs about US$735 only. 


So for me, the homework is to determine the price/performance point. I am 
not really a contester but I do get into one or two every once in a while. 
Running a 9V1 call however, means that I am usually in a pile-up of one kind 
or the other. I am not sure how much difference a good receiver would make 
in such situations, say compared to a mid-range one like the 736?

The center frequency of the filter is a function of the crystals used. If 

you use well matched crystals, and if you take the time to tune each of the 
filter's meshes carefully, the center frequency will be well defined as the 
frequency of the crystals. Is this doublespeak? not really -- despite what 


the manufacturer prints on the can, the crystal's frequency is somewhat 
fidderent. Only by measuring and matching the crystals and then tuning the 
meshes will the center frequency actulaay resemble any of the crystals closely. 


Now, to your situation. Why do you care what the center frequency of the 
filter is if you are building a counter to use as a dial? The IF frequency 
does not change, so what information will it give you to measure it? You 


want to measure the VFO -- that, combined with the heterodyne crystal 
frequency will tell you your operating frequency. The accuracy of the 
measurement is not related to the IF frequency -- it is purely a function of 


the accuracy (and repeatability) of the VFO and the heterodyne crystal.
